Road Project Completed 
By Richter Associates 


Last year in September, a 
$486,971 contract was award¬ 
ed by the Los Angeles 
County Board of Supervisors 
to a Sierra Madre firm, F. 
W. Richter Associates for a 
highway project in Temple 
City. 

'Hie project involved a 1-5 
miles length of Temple City 
Boulevard between Duarte 
Road and Live Oak Road. 
Work on the .section was de¬ 
layed .until January 1969 out 
of d’efero,nce to race track 
traffic and completed in 
October. The finished pro¬ 
ject provides four traffic 
lanes, parking lanes, gut¬ 
ters, curbs and roadway 
drainage facilities. In addi¬ 
tion, signals have been in- 
tcreouneeted' for the contin¬ 
uous smooth flow of traffic, 
and placement of public 


utilities in. this section are 
now underground.

Q: What funds did the $200,000 spent on the Community 
Recreation Center come from and how can the city 
spend this when we are almost broke? 

A: The cost of the Sierra Madre Community Recreation 
Center as of September 27, 1969, is as follows: 

Construction .$158,601 

Professional Fees . 13,949 

Landscaping, Survey, Tests, Misc. 4,506 

Furnishing . 10,511 

Total .$187,567 

Construction costs until June 30, 1969, were paid out 
of the contingency funds and professional fees were 
paid from the general fund. After July 1, 1969, all 
payments were financed from the contingency fund. 
Almost all bills have been paid and those outstand¬ 
ing represent a negligible amount states Jim Menzics, 
City Hall accounting department employee. The con¬ 
tingency fund was started in 1957 and could be used 
for any purpose. The city council felt that the com¬ 
munity center represented a significant community 
Investment and voted to use the monies from the 
contingency fund. The city does have money and is 
not bankrupt. At this time the tax revenues for 
financing the budget are just beginning to be collected 
and the bank balance will increase with the Increase 
of paid up tax bills. Mr. Norman Boehm, city admin¬ 
istrator, says that the accounting books and all fi¬ 
nancial records are always available for public in¬ 
spection.

year. The cities of La Verne 
and Palos Verdes Estates 
both forged ahead of Sierra 
Madre in a special census 
count held this year. 

According to the bulletin 
Sierra Madre now has 4,531 
individual living dwellings 
an increase of 63 for the 
year and 21 for the quarter.

A top union leader has warned that unless Interest 
rates are raised on U.S. government savings bonds the 
union will urge its 1.2 million members to stop buying 
the bonds. The implications of this union leader’s state¬ 
ment are Interesting. For example, studies have shown 
that the social security system is a poor investment — 
especially for the young worker. Similar questions can 
be raised concerning the soaring costs of medicare and 
medicaid. It might reasonably be argued that people 
should serve notice on the government that they wish 
to withdraw from government welfare programs. Tlie 
hitch, of course, is that they do not have the right to 
withdraw. Social security and medicare are a charge 
against workers and taxpayers. We participate whether 
we like it or not. 

So far, buying government bonds is voluntary. But, 
the principle of compulsion is well established; and, even 
where the relationship between the citizen and the gov 
ernment is voluntary, it is presumtuous to assume that 
it will remain that way.

Dear Editor: 

It seems almost rid-iculoius 
that some people feel the 
necessity to have bumper 
strips on their autom-obiles, 
reading “Another Family 
against Crime,’’ “Support 
Law and Order,’’ etc. Yet 
their reasons for doing this 
are certainly most justified. 
The gradual destruction of 
our l-ocal police forces has 
been the principal cause for 
such bumper strips. 

This plan to destroy our 
local police is being accom¬ 
plished by a three-stage at¬ 
tack. 'The first stage is to 
destroy citizen confidence in 
our local police by judicial 
decisions which make it al¬ 
most impossible to enforce 
the law. Meanwhile, Com¬ 
munists and criminals shout 
“police brutality,” the mass 
media gives voice to those 
cries, and the average citi¬ 
zens begins to believe it. 

This prepares the way for 
stage two, which is to ob¬ 
tain active support from 
citizens for some kind of 
.police-review board. Under 
the guise of “promoting hu¬ 
man understanding,” some 
areas actually require their 
law-e.nforcement officers to 
participate in sensitivity 
sessions with criminals! 

Stage three of the attack 
on our local police is mani¬ 
pulated- by the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. While it directly 
and indirectly finances the 
revolutionaries who create 
much of America’s lawless¬ 
ness and violence, it simul¬ 
taneously issues reports re¬ 
moving the blame for that 
violence from those revolu¬ 
tionaries. It offers, as the 
only solution, federal action. 
Many local agencies suc¬ 
cumb to the Federal Gov- 
emmen.t’s offer of financial 
aid, because they are almost

nitrogen oxides—tons of them— 
through the exhaust pipes of our 
cars. And both spew out at 
ground level where they do 
the most damage. 

On the other hand, nitrogen 
oxides emitted from power plants 
are virtually free of hydrocar¬ 
bons, so there is essentially no 
photochemical smog produced. 
Besides, these nitrogen oxides are 
released upward at about 60 miles 
per hour through tall stacks—not 
at ground level. 

^'onsequently, Edison’s total 
contribution to photochemical 
smog is small indeed. Emissions 
are well within the limits set by the 
L. A. County APCD. And those 
restrictions are among the strict¬ 
est in the nation. Nevertheless, 
we’re finding ways to reduce our 
share of air pollutants even fur¬ 
ther. Contrary to some public 
statements, the relatively small 
emissions of nitrogen oxides from 
power plants have been and are 
still being reduced. 

Edison was one of the first util¬ 
ities in the nation to develop an 
air pollution research program. 
Pioneering work led to the devel¬ 
opment of the "two-stage” com¬ 
bustion process. It substantially 
reduced emissions of nitrogen 
oxides. 

During the last six months, 
research breakthroughs have 
reduced emissions even further. 
These improvements are being 
applied to Edison generating 
units as rapidly as possible. As a 
result, emissions of nitrogen 
oxides from all Edison power 
plants in the L.A. Basin will be 
further reduced by approximate¬ 
ly one-third. In L. A. County, for 
example, from 8.3% to 5.5% 
or lower. 


And still further research is 
underway to control emissions 
even more. 


xt au tfdison power plants were 
shut down, there would be no 
noticeable difference in the pho¬ 
tochemical smog level. 

Then vdio—or what—is caus¬ 
ing smog? To fully understand 
the problem—and every con- 
cetnra citizen should—let’s take 
a look at the fiicts: 

The four components of 
photochemical smog are: hydro¬ 
carbons, nitrogen oxides, oxygen 
and sunlight. 

Photochemical smog is the 
stuff that irritates our eyes, stings 
our noses and hangs in a haze 
over Southern California. It oc¬ 
curs during much of the warm 
part of the year and results from a 
photochemical reaction between 
reactive hydrocarbons and nitro¬ 
gen oxides in the presence of 
sunlight and oxygen. 

Oxygen, of course, we need for 
survival. Sunlight we want. It’s 
the other two components that 
spell trouble. And it takes a mix¬ 
ture of both hy drocarbons and 
nitro ge n oxides to form photo¬ 
chemical smo g. So where do these 
smog-makers come from? 


'ut what about the 


major 

smog-producer—the motor vehi¬ 
cle? Until now, the program to 
control automobile emissions has 
concentrated on reducin g h ydro¬ 
carbon emissions, as well as car¬ 
bon monoxide. But in so do- 
ing, the program has caused emis- 
sions of nitro g en oxides from 
motor vehicles to increase. In fact, 
in 1969 this increase alone is 
greater than the total emissions of 
nitrogen oxides from all power 
plants in L. A. Count y! 

Authorities are hopeful that 
nitrogen oxide emissions from 
autos will start to be brought 
under control by the early ’70’s. 
We hope so, too. 

Wd. regard to total air pol¬ 
lution, motor vehicles account 
for 87.7% of the total tonnage of 
all air pollutants in L. A. County. 
And Edison accounts for less 
thanl%. 

So shutting down power plants 
would hardly be a solution. In 
terms of either photochemical 
smog or total air pollution, you 
wouldn’t notice the difference. 
And no one wants to try to live 
without electricity. 

Considering the fact that yoiur 
needs for electricity will double 
within the next eight years, it’s 
imperative that additional power 
plants be built in the area. For¬ 
tunately, these new power plants 
won’t make a noticeable differ¬ 
ence in the smog level cither. 

Ne.e^e.e« , in some areas 
Edison is &cing serious oppon- 
tion to the construction of new 
powecplants. If Edison is not pet-

ation. Property tax collections for the basic Alameda 
County government rate alone will increase from $54 mil¬ 
lion to $60 million ,or $6 million. In addition Alameda 
County should get more than $3 million from the state 
as replacement revenue. 

If the exemptions are included in the assessed value 
for comparison with assessments of a year ago every 
county showed an increase in assessed valuation. After 
deletion of these exemptions, however, 18 counties had a 
decrease in valuation. 

Looking at the general purpose county tax rate, 19 
counties decreased the rate, seven held the same rate 
and 32 increased rates. 

The same general trend holds true for school districts 
and cities. Schools were given authority to increase maxi¬ 
mum tax rates to make up for household inventory losses. 

Siskiyou County is another example of extreme change. 
There the tax rate was Increased 45 cents and the taxable 
(excluding the new exemptions) base increased $2.2 mil¬ 
lion. Of that amount the county auditor estimates about 
2 cents is due to a net loss on inventory and about 7 cents 
due to loss of household furnishings as a result of Propo¬ 
sition lA two years ago. 

From county to county a part of the increase is 
explained as a result of the "tax relief” provided by the 
legislature and voters in the past two years.

You Eat

and Is sharing them with you In a weekly column._^ 


Have you ever thought 
about how important corn, 
has been In the develop¬ 
ment of our country? With¬ 
out this popular vegetable 
the early colani.sts could not 
have survived. When the 
Pilgrims landed they found 
caches of Indian corn which 
they took for food and fu¬ 
ture planting. But, if they 
had not become friendly 
with some of the Indians 
and learned how to culti¬ 
vate this grain, and liow to 
cook it, they surely would 
have starved as this was a 
,new food to them. In the 
old World “corn” means any 
of the cereal grains. In the 
United States “corn” means 
Indian Com. 

The ancient kingdoms of 
the Incas, Mayans, and Az¬ 
tecs developed a food econ¬ 
omy that con.tered around 
Indian Corn. Early inhabi¬ 
tants of our Southwest and 


some of the mound builders 
who preceded the Indians 
of pioneer days had carried 
corn as far north as Canada. 
Radioactive carbon dating 
hack to about 2000 B.C. has 
been found in some ears of 
corn and grains of corn 
found in caves. 

The origin of Zea mays, or 
Indian Corn is somewhat of 
a mystery. No wild species 
of this gen.us Zea are known 
to exist at this time. One 
theory is that it -developed 
from the grass plant teo- 
sinte in Mexico or Central 
America. Another theory is 
that it came from a wild 
pod corn somewhere in the 
Americas. It is also possible 
that through hybridization 
of more than one grass 
plant contributed to the ori¬ 
gin of Indian com. There is 
some suspicion that corn 
may have been brought 
from Asia by early migrants. 

Columbus and his men 
arc considered the first Eur¬ 
opeans to have seen corn. 
Many of the early explorers 
reported seeing corn, in 
many different areas of the 
New World. It was found 
growing in fields from Bra¬ 
zil to Canada, and from 
Chile to California. 

The usefulness of corn 
was not limited to food from 
the grain. The Peruvians ob¬ 
tained sugar from its stalks, 
the Mexicans a honeylike 
substance, and a kind of 
beer or wine was made from 
it by all natives of the 
tropics. 

Corn was important to the 
American Indians in that it 
entered into their mythology 
and religious practices. The 
plant appears as the Corn 
Mother. To the Iroquois, 
corn, beans, and squash rep¬ 
resented' the three sisters. 

The Indians taught the 
colonists how to make 
rounded cakes from corn 
called appones which were 
baked in the hot ashes. Af¬ 
ter they were baked they 
were washed and let to dry 
in the sun. The white sett¬ 
lers called these cakes Corn 
Pone. But those baked di¬ 
rectly in the ashes became 
known as “Ash Cakes” and 
those baked on the blade 
of a hoe over the open fire 
were known, as “Hoe Cakes.” 

Spoon Bread farces its ori¬ 
gin to the Indian .porridge, 
suppawn, and still retains 
the consistency of a porridge 
or pudding. 

Cracklin’ Bread is made 
from the same Indian mix¬ 
ture of salt, corn meal, and 
water with crisp bits of 
pork. 

Spider Corncake was nam¬ 
ed for the "spider,” an old 
frying pan with legs which 
was set right over the hot 
coals. 

Johnnycakes, originally an 
Indian food, may first have 
been known as Shawnee 
cakes. ’They were also called 
journey cakes, since travel¬ 
ers often took packages of 
them on long trips. 

The Indians made a stew 
called “m’slck - Quotash” 
which was a combination of 
corn, kidney beans, squirrel 
meat and sometimes turkey 
“sweetened” with bear fat. 
This Indian succotash is

The “big boys” are trying 
their best to cut off the 
supply of drugs that are 
being abused by these 
peqple, but as they cut off 
the supply from one source 
they .pop up in another. Re¬ 
cently our local police have 
had several cases where 
users are taking the drug 
from the medicine chest of 
their homes. They could be 
easily stopped if each par¬ 
ent would see to it that all 
drugs given by a doctor as 
a prescription is kept under 
lock and key.

Many law officers, who 
deal with this problem each 
day and week have made 
remarks that a more thor¬ 
ough educational program 
about drugs should be given 
to the general public. Giv¬ 
ing it to them and having 
them read it is two different 
things. Maybe it should be 
the charge of a doctor, when 
he prescribes a drug to a 
patient that he gives to him 
a pamphlet explaining the 
dangers of the proscription 
-should it be abused or fall 
into wrong ha.nds.

It is now coming to the 
place where every officer 
coming on -duty feels that 
before his shift is over he 
will be called to take care 
of an "Overdose.” It is his 
job to save their lives, got 
medical aid for them as 
soon as possible, while he 
is doing this other crime is 
going on in the city unat¬ 
tended. What do you .sug¬ 
gest wo do about all this?
